WIDOW NOTIFIED. 


As the hours passed 
the number of

news would have to be broken to the 
bereaved widow, and that task was un- 
dertaken and performed by Senator Strat- 
ton and Frank Brlgham, with as much 
tenderness and sympathy as it was pos- 
sible for them to display. Of course, the 
Intelligence created a. shock to the poor 
woman which rived the hearts of the men 1 
who conveyed the sorrowful tidings. The 
widow refused to be comforted, and -until 
late at night she was distracted. 
Just why Alexander selected the place 
he did in which to commit suicide will 
never be known. It was the most unro- 
jnantic spot on the estuary. 


DEIKK'S STORY.
